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Annual Report of Selectmen and Overseers 
of the Poor for the Year Ending 
Deca Lovo: 


After the election in March, the Board organized by the 
choice of Julius Guild as Chairman, and Arthur N. Cram as 
Secretary. This organization held until Sept. 20, when the resig- 
nation of Mr. Cram from the Board was accepted, and at the spe- 
cial town meeting held Oct. 3, John S. Allen was chosen to fill, 
vacancy. 

Owing to the resignation of Mr. and Mrs. J. E. Sawyer as. 
master and matron, a change in the administration of affairs at 
the Almshouse was made April 1, and the services of Mr. and 
Mrs. L. H. Leighton were secured to fill these positions. 

Under their careful management of affairs everything at the 
Almshouse is in a satisfactory condition, and the financial report 
already given shows that the work has been done in an economical 
manner, as with a change from a total of 234 weeks in 1898, to 
only 186 weeks in 1899, the net cost per inmate each week has 
only increased from $4.38 to $4.48. 

The appropriation for Outdoor Poor has again been over- 
drawn, and as there are new cases which will probably come into 
this account during the coming year, we have asked for an increase 
in the appropriation. 

We now have on our streets 260 electric lamps, which will 
cost for the coming year $3,900. Owing to the fact that this ser- 
vice was not fully completed until part of the year had gone by, 
we have a balance on this year’s account, but if the same service 
is to be maintained for the coming year, it will be necessary to 
make a slight increase in the appropriation over that of last year. 

The Highway account shows a balance to its credit, and 
while with the present condition of some of our streets, this to a 
certain extent is to be deplored, we felt, that with the deficiency 
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which occurred in the widening of Main Street, caused by extra 
work on the culvert over Spring Brook, which could not be for- 
seen or estimated upon until after the culvert was opened up for 
work, it was best to consider this balance offset by the aforesaid 
deficiency, and with this view of the matter, the account comes 
out nearly even, 

During the construction of the electric railroad on East 
Street, it seemed to be for the best interest of the town to purchase 
of Jason Lewis and Patrick Smith land which widened East 
Street near Plimpton and Short Streets, and the amounts which 
were paid for this land have been charged into the highway 
account. We trust that the resultiug betterment of the street in 
these two localities will commend this action to the citizens, 

As there is a large amount of work which needs to be done 
upon our highways, we have asked for an increase of $500 in the 
appropriation, At the special town meeting held Oct, 3, it was 
voted to widen Coney Street as laid out by the Selectmen, and 
$1000 was appropriated to commence the work. The bulk of 
this money has already been spent and the result shows for itself» 
There is still considerable work to be done on this street, and we 
shall place an article in the town warrant to see what action the 
town will take in regard to continuing this work the coming year. 

It seems to us that the time has come to make a beginning 
in concreting some of the sidewalks of the town, and we have 
asked for an appropriation of $700 for sidewalks, recommending 
that at least $500 of this amount be expended, under the direction 
of the Selectmen, in concreting where it can be done to the best 
advantage. 

Under Chapter 447, Acts of 1890, it became necessary dur- 
ing the past year to open an account entitled Soldiers’ Relief, for 
which there was no appropriation, and as this will continue during 
the coming year, we have asked for a small appropriation. 

The account of Notes and Interest has been overdrawn owing 
to an appropriation insufficient to cover the interest on outstanding 
notes and the discount on the Temporary Loan. During the 
coming year three notes amounting to $6,000 will become due,, 
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and as the rate of interest on temporary loans will probably be a 
little higher than for some years past, we have asked for $1,500 
in addition, which we believe will be required to cover the interest 
and discount for the ensuing year. 

The appropriation for Fire Department has been overdrawn 
to a considerable amount, owing to a large number of forest fires 
in the Spring. There seems to be no way in which the expenses 
of this account can be estimated in advance, and as the town 
votes as to what compensation shall be paid for this service, there 
is nothing for the Board to do but pay the bills as they become 
due, without regard to the appropriation. 

If the rate of compensation is made the same for the ensuing 
year, there will be a fixed charge of about $300, and we have 
asked for $500 in addition, to cover emergencies. ‘The report of 
the Engineers will be found appended giving the usual statistics, 

In re-locating and widening Main Street, the County Com- 
missioners awarded Mr. T. A. Barrett the sum of $200 as land 
damages, This Mr. Barrett refused to accept, bringing suit 
against the town to recover an additional amount, and, through 
his lawyer, Mr. Cottle, has offered to settle for $1600. This being 
outside the power and authority of the Selectmen, the town will be 
asked to give the Board instructions as to their wishes in the 
matter at the coming town meeting. 

During the year the Norfolk Southern Street Railway Co 
has completed the laying of its tracks through the town, and for 
several months has been running its cars in a more or less regular 
manner, although in several directions it has failed to comply with 
the agreements in the franchise. They did a little here and there, 
and made many fair promises until late in the Fall, when cold 
weather set in, and the Company also went in(to) the hands of a 
receiver, since which time nothing has been done in regard to the 
work needed on the road-bed in oider to comply with the terms of 
the franchise. 

As the citizens are probably aware, the company was under a 
$5,000 bond, that, on the completion of what was called the main line 
to Norwood, they would apply for a franchise and would build a 


61 


branch line to East Walpole. When this time drew near, there 
was serious talk of their forfeiting this bond and refusing to build 
this branch, and matters were in this shape until the Selectmen 
agreed to give them the right of way free from all land damage. 
Under these conditions they agreed to go ahead, and the result 
has been the uniting of the two principal sections of the town by 
an easy and frequent means of communication. 

The Selectmen felt that if this line was not built at this time | 
it would be a long time before it would be attempted, and they 
trust and believe that their action in this matter will be upheld by 
a large majority of the citizens. 

Early in the year the contract for placing a new heating appa- 
ratus in the Town Hall was awarded to H. A. Spear, Jr., under a 
guarantee that it would do the work required in a satisfactory 
manner. The work has been completed, and we think will be 
found to be satisfactory in every respect. 

Of the two furnaces taken out, one was sold for $30.00, of 
which due credit has been given in the financial account, and the 
other was removed by the School Committee to the South Walpole 
Schoolhouse, thus saving the town a considerable expense in that 
direction. 

The County Commissioners have not yet made their report 
on the widening of Main Street from East to Kendall Streets, but 
it will probably be in and ready for action at the annual meeting.

been kept. A statement has been made by good medical authori- 
ty, that the time is coming, and not far in the future, when typhoid 
fever will be unknown because of increasing knowledge of the 
cause. 

The recent sanitary work done in Cuba by the officials of our 
government shows that cleanliness means less sickness. 

Therefore, we ask each householder to see that all arrange- 
ments for house drainage are in good condition and kept so. 

Those contemplating having plumbing done are requested to 
procure our rules and regulations for the same.

Twenty-Fourth Annual Report of the 
Trustees of the Walpole 
Publlic Library. 


The year of 1899 has come to an end, and the trustees of the 
Library present their report to the citizens of the town and trust 
that for the last year of the nineteenth century, the voters of the 
town will do more than ever before to uphold the high standard of 
the Walpole Public Library. 

It may not be unwise to explain at the beginning of the 
report what seems to be a misconception of some of the citizens . 
in regard to the treasurer’s report as to the balance shown on 
January 1. Now, while the financial year of the town closes on 
December 31, the appropriation for the Library must last until 
after the following town meeting in March, and as there are many 
bills which cannot be foreseen, it is almost impossible to carry on 
the work within the appropriation made. 

Since November | the library has been open daily during the 
regular hours, and this advancement seems to be appreciated by 
the public, both in regard to delivery of books and especially in 
the reading room. 

The trustees wish to extend their thanks, not for themselves, 
but for the whole town, to Mr. J. F. Freese for his generous offer 
to transport books from the library to the people of East Walpole 
free of charge to the town. 
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Much expense will this year be caused by the necessity of 
rebinding many and expensive books. ‘The people do not, per- 
haps, understand that the original binding of many of our best 
books is not as strong and lasting as it might be. 

Since our last report, the advent of electric cars in our town 
. has brought to our library many persons who before were, as we 
might say, strangers to its doors. 

There is now, or soon will be, a much needed extension of 
our library room for the purpose of the books, the shelves being 
now over-crowded. 

By the kindness of a friend of the library, the trustees have 
been enabled to open the library on Sundays, and the attendance 
has averaged thirteen each Sunday for the year, which seems to 
be quite satisfactory, as, of course, during the summer months 
people who are most desired to visit the library are attracted 
by the wonderful works of Nature to other paths. If the library is 
to be opened daily, as in other towns, the expense will necessarily 
be increased. 

The insurance of books and fixtures of the library will have 
to be increased this year, which will be an extra expense. 

The trustees feel that they should bring to the minds of our 
people the passing from this life to the more beautiful life beyond 
of Mrs. Rebecca Bird Child, who was a much respected member 
of the Board of Trustees, and who took up the work so well done by 
her sister, and carried it forward until she was obliged to seek the 
air of California in hope of a restoration of health. Although her 
life was prolonged to the pleasure and happiness of her family, she 
has at last joined her sister and father, who were sincere friends 
of our library. 

The library has continued in charge of Miss Nettie S. Gough, 
who takes great interest in its welfare. 

The trustees desire to express their thanks to the publishers 
of the Dedham Transcript, Walpole Star and Central Norfolk 
Democrat, who have kindly given their papers to the library. 
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Miss Gough has furnished the following list of statistics, and 
the town is indebted to the donors for their contributions :

Report of the School Committee. 


To THE CITIZENS OF WALPOLE: 


The School Committee very respectfully submit herewith 
their report for the year ending December 31, 1899. 

The School Board organized as usual after the spring town 
meeting, by the choice of the same officers as the year preceding, 
The town will be required to elect two new members to the 
School Board for three years. The term of office of Robert S. 
Gray and Charles S. Bird expires in March 1900. 

At a joint meeting of the committees of the towns of Medfield 
and Walpole held in the spring, in accordance with the law, these 
two towns formed a School Superintendent District, and elected 
for School Superintendent, Mr. A. A. Badger. Mr. J. R. Potter, 
our former superintendent having resigned, accepted a more 
remunerative position in Paterson, New Jersey, as principal of the 
Normal Training School, in which institution there are nearly one 
thousand children enrolled. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


The new High School building which was nearly completed 
at the time of our report last year, was finished and occupied 
February 1. Everything pertaining to the building is in a most 
satisfactory condition, and as the High School now numbers 
nearly 100 pupils, this matter of providing additional room for our 
schools has been brought about none too soon. 

At the North there will have to be something done in the 
way of repairs, inasmuch as new floors are necessary. The 
Center school building, as mentioned in our report of last year, 
but which was not carried out, needs painting, and the valleys 
need shingling. Also some measures ought to be taken for 
putting down plank, gravel or concrete walks on the grounds. In 
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fact, the whole yard needs filling and grading, inasmmch as at 
certain times of the year the grounds are wet and in a most un- 
satisfactory condition. 

The other school buildings in the town are in fairly good 
condition. ‘The West school, since we commenced to transport 
scholars from that district to the Center, of course, is now closed 


TRANSPORTATION. 


Transportation shows a deficit due to $292.70, paid for grad- 
ing at the East, this being a vote of the town at a special meeting 
held in October. As this was not provided for in any of the esti- 
mates at the beginning of the year, it was taken from this appro-, 
priation. ‘The transportation of the scholars from the West School 
seems to have proven satisfactory. 

The amount asked for in the “ Estimates for 1900” for trans- 
portation is due to the greater number of pupils transported, not- 
withstanding the electric cars are now running. 


REPAIRS. 


The expense of setting up a new furnace at the South School, 
notwithstanding that this was taken from the basement of the Town 
Hall, together with an expenditure of about $200.00 for new desks, 
furniture, etc., due to the increased number of pupils in the Center 
and High Schools, caused a deficit in this account. 


FUEL. 


An extra amount was expended for fuel, inasmuch as we occu- 
pied the new High School building Feb. 1, two months sooner than 
was expected. 

It will be noticed in the “ Estimates” that we have asked for 
only $550.00 more than last year for all school purposes.

One day each term is set apart as “‘ Parents’ Day,” when the 
parents are especially invited to visit the schools and see the regu- 
lar school work for that day. 

We cordially invite the parents to visit the schools often (do 
not wait for ‘“‘ Parents’ Day”’) and to confer with the Superinten- 
dent and teachers concerning the best interests of their children 
and the schools. 

We are pleased that the schools have been visited so many 
times during the past year, and trust that the number of visits may 
be increased to 3,000 the coming year, 

Nine months is a short time for one to become fully acquainted 
with the schools of any town. ‘The better a superintendent knows 
the parents, teachers and pupils, the more thoroughly and efficiently 
can he do his work. ‘The best schools are always found where there 
is a hearty co-operation on the part of the above-named parties. 
More personal work on the part of superintendents and teachers 
is needed more than anything else in the educational field today, 
To secure this it will require smaller schools, more superinten- 
dents, more teachers, and consequently more money. No teacher 
can do her best work with a school of more than twenty-five pupils, 
and those should be in one grade. 

There are two schools here at the Center that are ideal in 
that respect; each enrolls about twenty-five pupils, and the results 
are excellent. 

‘* More care and thought for the individual pupil and less for 
the class is the important thing.” It has already been predicted 
that “Individualism ” will be the next great educational reform. 

It is to be regretted that there have been so many cases of 
tardiness during the year, and it is hoped that with the co-opera- 
tion of parents and teachers the number will be greatly reduced 
the coming year. A pupil who is late at school, not only disturbs 
the school and retards the work, but loses much valuable time 
himself, and forms a bad habit, which, if allowed to grow, will 
follow him through life. 

The end and aim of all school work is character — better boys 
and girls, better men and women, better citizens. | What we want 
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to appear in character then, we must put into our schools. “If as. 
teachers and parents we cultivate selfishness, dishonesty and 
sham in children, we need not be surprised if we find these things 
in society and in the world,” but on the other hand if we cultivate 
unselfishness, honesty and promptness in children then we shall 
find ¢hese things in society and in the world. 

As individuals we get just as much out of life as we put into 
it, and the same is true of towns in respect to their schools. All 
that any town does for the cause of education will return with 
interest, and as a noted educator has said, ‘ The better the schools 
of a town the more desirable it becomes as a place of residence, 
the more likely is it to grow in population and wealth, and the. 
greater will be its contribution to the good citizenship and welfare 
of the Commonwealth.” 

The town is very fortunate in having in its employ such a 
faithful, energetic and well-trained corps of teachers as it has at 
the present time. The success of any school is due mainly to the 
untiring efforts and skill of the teacher. 

Unfortunately several changes have occurred in the teaching 
force during the year, ; but that is to be expected in a town located 
so near Boston and paying no larger salaries than Walpole. 
Other things being equal, the longer a teacher remains in one 
position, the more valuable are her services and better work can 
she do for herself and pupils. 

We regret that, on account of illness, Miss Maud Mowry was 
unable to take her school at the East in September, but her posi- 
tion has been filled, meanwhile, by a substitute, and we trust that 
she will be able to resume her -duties again at the opening of the 
spring term. 

If children were not allowed to enter school till they were six 
or seven years of age, and then only during the month of Septem 
ber of each year, it would be very much better for the child and 
the school. There is a tendency to rush children through their 
school life without giving them time to assimilate the educational 
food which they receive. The average pupil ought not to enter 
the High School till he is fourteen or fifteen years of age if he 
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would get the most out of that course. Many a high school 
student finds the studies dry and uninteresting because he lacks 
the mature mind that would enable him to take in and enjoy those 
very things. 

Pupils are promoted from grade to grade when their work 
shows their ability to do the work of the next higher grade with 
pleasure and profit to themselves, and no pupil who is absent from 
ten to fifteen days each term can expect to do satisfactory work 
for himself or teacher. 

The school buildings are in quite good repair though many 
improvements ought to be made. 

At the Center the building needs painting and the walls and 
ceilings of the rooms need tinting. 

The water closets should be placed in the basement with 
vaults arranged for drying and burning the contents. The yard 
ought to be graded, and concrete or gravel walks laid to the 
streets so that it would be possible for pupils, teachers and visi- 
tors to reach the building without wading through mud ankle 
deep. Anyone who has visited the school during the early spring 
or late fall has seen the necessity for this. 

There is also urgent need of a play ground for the use of the 
High School pupils. 

During the spring term, owing to the large size of the first 
grade in the Center building, that school was divided, the vacant 
room there furnished, and another first grade established. 

In the autumn a third assistant was employed in the High 
School as the amount of work offered by the new course could not 
be thoroughly done with the former number of teachers. 

Owing to the small number of scholars at the West that 
school has been closed and the pupils transported to the Center, 
where they have the advantages of the graded school. 

The introduction of the natural system of writing and the 
rational method of reading at the opening of the fall term has 
been the means of making a decided improvement in these two 
lines of work. Copy books were placed in the hands of each 
pupil, in the grades, that he might have the correct forms of the 
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letters as his models, and that the strain on the eyes, of copying 
so much from the board, might be relieved. 

The rational method of reading, if thoroughly taught during 
the first two years of school life, enables the child to read any 
literature he may afterwards desire, even if he leaves school at 
the end of that period, says the author, and the results thus far 
obtained are in accordance with that statement. 

The work in language and arithmetic is not satisfactory, and 
it is hoped that a decided improvement will be secured during the 
coming year, as a start in the right direction has already been 
made. 

In the other studies the results are all that can be expected, 
excepting music, which cannot be satisfactory till a uniform system 
has been adopted and the schools supplied with books and charts. 

I would recommend that the appropriation for books and 
supplies be large enough to enable a start, at least, to be made in 
the right direction, the coming year, in this important branch of 
school work. The importance of this study has long been 
recognized among leading educators, and it seems to me that it is. 


just as important that provision be made for instruction in music, 
as in reading and arithmetic. There is not a study in the whole 


curriculum that assists in disciplinary training and cultivates the 
esthetic and’ moral nature more than music. 

The present course of study in the High School seems well 
adapted to the needs of the pupils, and the value of four years of 
study there cannot be over-estimated. 

Many new books have been required there during the year,. 
and more will be needed the coming year, owing to the variety of 
work offered and to the constant increase in membership. The 
physical and chemical laboratories are poorly equipped for the work 
required. Johnson’s Cyclopedia, Larned’s History of Ready Ref- 
erence, Stoddard’s Lectures, and a new dictionary for the reference 
table would increase the efficiency of the school exceedingly. 

To raise money for the purpose of supplying some of the 
above needs, a course of lectures will be given during the winter 
under the auspices of the High School. For a more extended 
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account of the work in the High School I will refer you to the 
report of the principal, Mr. Latham. 

Only two or three of the school-rooms are supplied with wall 
maps, and those are old and worn, so that if the best work in 
Geography is expected each school ought to be furnished with new 
up-to-date maps. 

The work in drawing has been progressing gradually, and 
some very good results have been secured. But here as elsewhere, 
the result obtained in the school-room is not the end sought, rather, 
has the pupil developed in ability and character. For this branch 
of the work, though, I will refer you to the report of the super- 
visor of drawing, Miss Melzard. 

In behalf of the pupils, teachers, and school committee I wish 
to thank those who have been instrumental in securing for the 
schools the pictures that have been hung on the walls of the sev- 
eral rooms during the past year. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the pupils for their kindness 
and assistance; to express my sincere gratitude to the teachers 
for their hearty co-operation and ready response to all my plans 
and suggestions; to express my sincere appreciation of the loyal 
and hearty support of the School Committee, and to thank the 
citizens for their courtesy and interest manifested in the schools.

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Report of the Principal of the High School. 


Mr. A. A. Badger, Superintendent of Schools : 
DEAR SIR, . 

I submit to you the following report for the year 1899: 

| have faith that the school has made progress within the year ; 
progress generally, while it gives me pleasure to cite one specific 
instance, There seems to be a growing tendency for pupils to con- 
tinue in the schools for a longer period. I have enrolled this year 
all but eight (class graduating in June not included) of those enrolled 
last year, Compare this number eight with sixteen for the year 
previous, eleven for two years ago, and eighteen for three years ago. 
Recall at the same time that the school has increased in average 
number nearly thirty per cent, during that time. May we hope from 
this that the habit of dropping from the school at the end of the first 
and second years is weakening ? 

There is one instance in which improvement has not taken 
place. That is the matter of attendance and of freedom from tardi 
ness and dismissal. I would respectfully call the attention of parents 
to my report for the year 1898 in which this matter was treated at 
length. Please keep your children in school EVERY day. Donot 
detain them in the morning so that they will offer that for an excuse 
for tardiness. It is their welfare which is here concerned. 

The new course has now been in operation a full year, and as 
yet shows no apparent weakness. It proves to be more demanding 
than the old course ; and if pupils can master it they must assuredly 
go from the school better equipped than ever before. 

I would here thank you and the committee for furnishing me 
with three assistant teachers. Our teaching force seems now ample, 
It was a wise increase. I do not see that the assistants are work. 
ing any less than assistants of former years, and as principal I do 
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not find my leisure time any greater. I do, however, get more 
done, and, I think, in a better way than before. 

We have been now a good part of a year in the remodelled 
building. To go from the former crowded and noisy quarters to 
this clean, quiet and roomy building was a pleasant moving to pupils 
and to teachers. The pupils to move appreciated the advantage of 
the change, and have attested their appreciation by their care about 
the building. It is to be hoped that all pupils who come after them 
may entertain an equal regard for the good appearance of this 
building. 

To say that the building is satisfactory in every way would not 
be true. It is not to be expected that a remodelled building could 
be thus. Yet, if the architect of that building had done his part well | 
certain difficulties pertaining to roof, blackboards, heating, etc., 
would not now be felt. These matters are wrong and can not be 
made right by calling them so. 

I would not lead you to think that teachers or pupils are dis- 
satisfied; they are not. The large study room is as pleasant a 
school room as I was ever in. It is light, splendidly ventilated, and 
perfectly heated. Aside from certain details, which a more careful 
oversight would have made right without any more expense, the 
building is one which merits approval. 

There are at present two needs felt by the high school, namely, 
better furnished scientific labratories and a roomy field for athletic 
sports. 

The need in the physical laboratory seems in a fair way to be 
met. Our chemical laboratory at present is such that we are 
ashamed to show visitors into it, It is out of harmony with pro- 
priety and progress. I feel sure that the citizens should take this 
matter up and cause to be built a thoroughly fitted chemical labor= 
atory. 

The second need is even more imperative. We can get along 
without the laboratory, for its present condition is a serious matter 
more from the point of convenience and pride than of material wel- 
fare. The absence of a school-ground on which the boys and girls, 
especially the boys, can work off their animal spirits is a serious 
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drawback. Never but once before have I experienced so much diffi- 
culty in discipline as was experienced this last fall. In the other 
case there was the same absence of some live outdoor sport at the 
noon recess. ‘‘ Boys will be boys’’: true, but boys will be different 
boys at school if they can run off some of their Adam at cross-tag, 
or kick it into the football. 

The town of Walpole can not invest a few hundred dollars 
where it will bring so large an income as to put it into a field to be 
used for manly athletic sport. The income may not be silver or gold, 
but its mint value will be none the less for that. 

I will close this report with an earnest invitation to all to visit 
the High School. Come in and see your boys and girls at their 
school work. Learn what is going on in the buildings on School 
Street by actual observation. Your presence and outspoken interest, 
your friendly criticism will spur teacher and pupil to better and higher 
work. 

I wish to extend my hearty thanks to all who have in this way, 
or otherwise, shown their interest in the school.

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Report of the Director of Drawing. 


Mr. A. A. BapcER, Superintendent of Schools, 


DEAR SIR: 
It is encouraging to state that gradually there has come into 


our schools a refinement of taste and an appreciation of the beauti- 
ful. This shows that instruction in art has been in the right direc- 
tion. That thought, how to teach art, what plans and methods will 
bring about the broadest development of the child is the one which 
claims most of our attention. It is generally accepted that ina 
complete course of art instruction, we must study nature, objects 
and works of art as to their structure, enrichment and appearance. 

As there is plenty of available material from nature in the fall, 
we commence under enrichment, This includes color, drawing 
from nature and decorative designs, where the natural elements are 
treated in a decorative way. This year we have given more 
thought to the principles which includes all pure design, rhythm, 
symmetry and harmony. By illustrations and experiments the 
children have acquired a good understanding of these principles, and 
we look for a much better understanding of the subject and better 
results than formerly, when we take up the subject in the spring. 

In the appearance work the objects are first drawn singly, then 
in groups, where the principles of good composition are carefully 
studied. The children also draw animals and children in simple 
poses. 

The study of pictures has helped to awaken an appreciation for 
the works of art. The child has become able to judge a picture, to 
tell whether the artist has told his story successfully or not. A 
number of good pictures have been given to the schoojs this year by 
persons interested in education. 

The value and importance of constructive designs is appreciated 
when we realize how many of the things we use are dependent upon

it. All these things have to be designed, and good designs depend 
upon principles. 

The real value of art education is not in the results shown, but 
in the thought awakened. Some children have been surprised to 
find what they could tell with their pencil: they have simply dis- 
covered a new language in which to express themselves.

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Report of the Water Commissioners. 


The Board of Water Commissioners herewith submit their 
fifth annual report, being for the year ending Dec. 31, 1899. 

As in former years their report contains a detailed statement 
of the receipts and expenditures of the water department, together 
with statistics concerning the plant, also a copy of recent analysis 
of water from the wells. 

Six inch main has been extended 360 feet on East Street and 
581 feet on Kendall Street, the advance in the cost of material 
making the cost per foot of the extensions nearly 50 per cent. above 
the cost of the same size pipe in 1895, when the plant was put in. 
Owing to the difficulty in obtaining pipe from the foundries, the 
other-six inch extensions were postponed until the spring of 1900. 

One six-inch, (about 250 feet) and two 1 1-2 inch mill services 
and thirty-four house services were put in during the year. 

During the year the consumption has increased out of pro- 
portion to the number of new services added, this is partly ac- 
counted for, by the large consumption for manufacturing purposes 
and the extreme drought during the summer. The supply of wa- 
ter at the wells, both as to quantity and quality, was affected but 
very siightly, the water level falling but twelve or fourteen inches 
below the high water mark. 

At the pumping station the buildings and machinery are in 
good order. 

The machinery has been carefully overhauled and a few minor 
repairs made, the first since the installation of the plant. 
During the year about 150 trees and shrubs were set out in the 
grounds about the station, and, notwithstanding the dry weather, 
not one of them died, thanks to the skill and care of the nursery

men, Messrs. C. H. Tibbets & Co., who supplied them, and the 
care and attention of our engineer, Mr. R. H. Kannally. 

No leaks or repairs have been found necessary on the pipe 
line; all gate valves and hydrants have received careful attention 
and are in good order. 

The East Stand Pipe has been given two coats of marine 
paint inside and outside. 

The Commissioners were unable to come to any agreement 
with the Norwood Commissioners in relation to supplying their 
town with water from our system. 

The attention of water takers is respectfully called to the fol- 
lowing sections of the rules and regulations governing the use of 
water. 

SECTION 2.—Care of Fixtures and unnecessary waste. — All 
persons taking water must keep their water pipes and fixtures in 
good repair and protected from the frost at their own expense. 
They will be held liable for all damages resulting from their fail- 
ure to do so. They shall prevent all unnecessary waste, and wa- 
ter shall not be left running to prevent freezing. ‘The Water Com- 
missioners or their agent may from time to time ascertain the 
quantity of water used—the manner of its use, and whether there 
is any unnecessary waste. They and their agents shall have free 
access to the premises supplied, to examine the apparatus, and if 
any fixtures are found not to be in good order, they shall direct 
them repaired, and if not repaired within two days the water shall 
be shut off and not let on again until such repairs are made, and 
the sum of two dollars paid for shutting off and turning on the 
water. 

SECTION 3.—A/terations and addition to fixtures.—No plumber 
or other person shall make any alterations or additions to the 
water fixtures, in any house, on the premises, without first obtain- 
ing a permit from the Water Commissioners, which shall be re- 
turned to them within ten days after the completion of the work, 
indorsed with a statement of all fixtures added or removed, and 
he water will not be turned on until such return is made. 
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Section 7.— Use of water in stables.—All parties using water 
in stables, for horses or other animals, will be charged schedule 
rates for the same, whether it is carried by hand or through hose. 
No person shall water a horse or cow or other animal at any of 
the public watering troughs of the town, or use any water there- . 
from, for the purpose of evading the payment of the regular rates 
charged by the town for the use of water in like cases, or with 
intent thereby to defraud the town of its lawful revenues, under a 
penalty of twenty dollars for each an every offence. 

SECTION 8.—Use of water for building purposes.—All persons 
using water for building pnrposes are required to obtain a permit 
from the Water Commissioners before taking water from any fau- 
cet or fixture connected with the water works, and all water takers 
are warned not to let any party take water from their premises 
until they show a permit from the Water Commissioners. Any 
person furnishing water in violation of this section will be subject 
to fine of not less than five, nor more than twenty dollars, and if 
the same, when levied, is not paid within three days from the time 
when the notice thereof is given, the water will be shut off from 
the premises, and will not be let on again until such fine is paid.
